* Occafions. —~ ‘This gave all Thinking Men a melan- 

choly Profpeét: Exgland now feem'd loft, unlefs 
fome happy Accident fhould fave it: All People faw 
the Way for packing a Parliament now laid open : 
A new Set of Charters and Corporation-Men, if thofe 
now named fhould not continue to be ftill as Com- 
pliant as they were at prefent, was a certain Remedy, 
to which recourfe might eafily be had: The Bo- 
‘ roughs of England faw their wo now wreited 
¢ out of their Hands; and that their Eleétions, which 
‘ had made them fo Confiderable before, were here- 
‘ after to be made as the Court fhould dire. — Again, 
* when the King came back from his Progrefs, he re- 
* folved to change the Magijfiragy in moft of the 
‘ Counties of England: He began with London: He 
* not only changed the Court of Aldermen, but the 
* Government of many of the Companies of the City ; 
* for Powers had been referved in the zew Charters 
« that had been given, for the King to put in and to 
* put out at Pleafure ; fo the King appointed a Com- 
« mittee to examine the Magiftracy in other Cities and 
« Boroughs; and a very arbitrary Ue was made every

Tus Confequence of a Parliament thus chofen, was 
the projecting of Laws to {ubvert all our Liberties ; one of 
which was, an Aéi declaring, Worps to pe TREA- 
sow ; and the Claufe was fo drawn, that any thing 
faid to di/parage the King’s Perfon or Government was 
made Treafon; within which, every thing fpoke in 
difhonour of the King’s Religion would have been com- 
prehended, as Fudves and Furies were then modelled ; 
and tho’ Serjeant Maynard, with great Wifdom and 
Courage, oppofed this infamous Bill of making Words 
Treafin; Words, which are often imperfedly beard and 
as imperfecil underfiood, and were apt to be mifrecited 
by a very /mall Variation; Words, which Men im a 
Paffion, or in Drink, might throw out even againft their 
own reatSentiments + yet-this Bill, which would have 
filled the Heart of every Man in England with Dread 
and Horror, would certainly have pafied, fays the 
Bifhop, had not the Duke of Monmouth’s Landing 
brought the Seffions to an early Conclufion. 

I have recited thele Fads, and made thefe Refie@ians, 
to fhew what was meant by ¢he Pill of Rights claiming 
that Elections fhould be free; for ‘tis very evident, that 
the Parliament had nothing before their Eyes at that 
Time, but this manifeft Violation of the Freedom of 
the People, by virtue of the King’s Prerogative (as it 
was called) and the Force ufed in confequence of it; nor 
indeed is there any Way of deftroying our Freedom 
(while we retain our Senies) but by Force, Force.of Prere- 
gative, or Force of Law ; for we might have been de- 
itroyed by Law, had fuch a King, and fuch a@ Parlia- 
ment continued. ‘The Freedom of EleGions then which 
they claimed, was an Exemption from all Force or 
Power ufed by the Crown in sominating the very Perfons 
who fhould choofe Parliament Men; as Freedom of 
Speech in the Houfe was certainly an Exemption from all 
Force or Reflraint upon the Members, by virtue of any 
Prerogative which our Kings formerly claimed and ex- 
ercifed, of /eixing, imprtfoning, and fining Members for 
Words faid in the Houfe: And this Regal Power was 
fometimes carried fo far as to accule them of High 
Treafon. King Charles I. accufed five Members of 
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High Treafon. And his wife Father told his :Parlias 
ment, that if they had, inflead of advifing, prefamcd 
to direc? him in the Spanif> Match, they would all have 
been guilty of High Treajon. 

‘Tne Freedom therefore meant in the Bill of Rights, 
isa Freedom from the King’s Prerogative; and this 
Freedom was not only claimed, but fo effz@ually afferted 
and fecured, that no King, fince the kevolution, hath 
ever attempted a Violation of it, either in abolithing 
old Charters and making new ones, or in hindering the 
Freedom, of Debates in the Houfe, by any Exercile of 
Authority out of the Houfe. Our E/¢@iens are there“” 
fore perfrly free, and the Debates in the Houle perfectly 
free, im the true Senfe of the Word, and in sha? Senfe 
ufed in the Bill of Rights. If there are any Men in the 
Kingdom fo profligate as to fell their Freedom $. who 
can my ? They muft look to that. There is no 
faving Men who will deftroy themfelves ; nor is there 
any faving a Nation that will deftroy itfelf. All we 
can do by the Force of Law, is to deep others fram hurt 
ing us; but no Law can hinder us from hurting our- 
felves.. We muyit, after all our Noife about Corrup- 
tion, truft England to a Houle of Commons, and truit 
the People with the choofing that Houfe of Commons. 
The fort of Corruption or Influence complained of, is 
not to be prevented by Law; for, if People have a 
Mind to fell themfelves, there are Perfons of ei] Parties 
who will find Money to buy, and Ways of Application 
too, tho’ all the Bars in the World ftood in the Way. 

Tue Sum of all is, that Freedom of Elefions, and

at the Revolution as they could be; that is, fecured 
againft the Power of the Crown and the i// U/e of Prero-

e 3 HE 3d Inftant being the Feftival of the Inftita- 

tion of the Order of the White Eagle, all the 
Knights of that Order who aye in Town, wenit early in 
the Morning, in their Habits of Ceremony, to the 
Royal Palace, where King Auguitus III held a Chap- 
ter, in which he created ten new Knights, among 
whom were the Count de Munich, the Baron de Key- 
ferling, the Czarina’s Plenipotentiary, and the follow- 
ing who were abfent, viz. Prince Charles, his Ma- 
jeity’s eldeft Son, two of the Princes of Saxe-Gotha 
that ferve in the Army of the Empire on the Upper 
Rhine, and the Prince of Hefle-Hombourg, who com- 
mands the Ruffians in Podolia. ‘lhat being alfo the 
Feitival of St. Frederick, his Majefty’s Namefake, he 
was complimented thereupon by all the Nobility, to 
whom he gave a grand Entertainment, and a Ball, 
which lated till-2 o’Ciock next Morning. 

The fame Day the Aing declared the Duke of Saxe- 
Weyilenfcls Generaliflimo of his Saxon Troops ; and on 
the 5th he gave Audience to feveral Deputies of this 
‘Lerritory, and of the Palatinate of Volhinia, wherein 
he aflured them, that the entire Evacuation of Poland, 
and the great Dutchy of Lithuania, by the Ruffians, de- 
pended chiefly upon the Succefs of the approaching 
Dyet of Pacification. 

The Primate of the Kingdom has writ a Letter to 
the Pope, wherein he acquaints him with the Reafons 
that determined him to fubmit to King Auguftus, and 
defires the Pope to own his Majefty in Quality of King 
of Poland, as what will contribute more than an 
thing to the Reftoration of the Be wy of the 
Kingdom. His Majefty has prefented the Primate 
with a magnificent Coach drawn by 6 Horfes, and 
certain Gold Medals reprefenting his Coronation.

We have re- 
ceived Advice, that the King of the two Sicilies, our 
moft Serene Duke, is prepating to fet out from Naples 
with 15,000 Men, im order to aft in the Siege of 
Mantua, for which great Preparations are ftill carrying 
on. The Spaniards have now blocked up that Place 
fo clofe as to thut wp all Entrance to it, and foraged 
almoft as far as the Gate Cerefa, where, ‘tis faid, they 
took 2000 Sacks of Corn, which the Peafants were 
carrying intothe Town. ‘There isa great Number of 
fick Men inthe Troops of the Allies, which is afcribed 
to the exceflive Heats that now rage throughout Italy. 

Mantua, Aug. 6. ‘The Dukes of Noailles and Mon- 
temar, by whote Indulgence we have hitherto enjoyed 
a fort of Tranquillity, have now forbid the Peafants to 
bring any more Provifion into this City, and the Spa- 
niatds have blocked us up fo effectually, that Couriers 
can pafs no longer. The Emperor has earneftly recom- 
mended the Defence of this Place to our Governor the 
Count de Stampa, by a Letter under his own Hand; 
but whether we thall have any Relief is uncertain. 

Caffal-major, Aug. 6. All the Troops of the Allies 
have Orders to begin to leave their Quarters on the 
isth Inflant, and to form three Bodies ; one of which 
confifting for the moft Part of Spaniards, is to befiege 
Mantua; the fecond is to repair to the Frontiers of 
‘Trent, to ferve as an Army of Obiervation ; and the 
third is to encamp upon the Frontiers of the State of 
Venice, to be at hand to reinforce the Army at the 
Siege, or that of Obfervation, as Occafion fhall re- 
quire. ‘The Allies give out they will form five Attacks 
before Mantua, in order to fhorten the Siege as much 
as poffible. As we have heard no Firing this Day 
from Mirandola, we conclade, that the Governor has 
demanded a Capitulation. 

Heilbron, Aug. 15. The Ruffians having been joined 
by the four Regiments of Horfe which Prince Eugene 
fent to meet them, are gone by Nurenberg, with two 
Field Pieces toeach Regiment, and two {mall Mortars, 
proper for throwing Grenadoes; and on the 18th Init. 
they are to pafsthe Neckar three Leagues from hence, 
in their Way to the Camp prepared for them near 
Heidelberg. ‘The Governor of Worms having put 
the jefuits in Poffetlion of the Church of St. Magnus 
belonging to the Lutherans of that City, the Marthal 
de Coigny has fent him Orders to reftore it to them. 

From the Camp of the Imper jalift at Bruch/fal, Aug. 16. 
The Duke of Wirtemberg, who is now recovered from 
his late Illnefs, is fhortly expeded in this Camp, 
where his Epuipage is already arrived. °*Tis now ve- 
rily believed, that we fhail foon begin the Operations 
ot the Campaign, in order to act offenfively againft the 
Enemy, every thing being difpofed for that End, and 
the Troops being commanded to hold themfelves ready 
for a March. 

, Paris, Aug. 15. The Duke of Richmond who is 
preparing for his Return to England, has been received 
with great Marks of DiitinGion during his Stay here, 
and has hunted feveral Times with the King, who has 
made him a Prefent of a Set of fine Barbary Horfes.
